WITH 10 local feature films 
to his credit, actor John 
Jarratt is set for his big TV 
debut — as Australia’s 
most famous bushranger, 
Ned Kelly, in the mini- 
series The Last Outlaw. 

Well-known to movie goers 
but with little exposure on the 
small screen, John looks like 
becoming a household name 
overnight. 

It is a prospect the per- 
sonable young man finds quite 
daunting. 

In spite of starring roles in 
films such as Picnic At Hang- 
ing Rock, The Chant Of Jim- 
mie Blacksmith and The Odd 
Angry Shot, John has manag- 
ed to maintain his anonymity 
over the past few years. 

But it is not through lack of 
earlier offers that John has 
chosen to make his first big 
impression on TV viewers now 
— in the Seven Network mini- 
series, The Last Outlaw. 

"Ive been asked to take 
part in a lot of other TV shows 
and I have done the odd guest 
spot,’’ John said. 

"But the other offers have 
usually been continuing roles 
in a soapie and, to be frank, 
I'd rather go out and build a 
House!" 

And build a house he has — 
his own and several others. 

In the many months bet- 
ween acting jobs, John has 
supplemented his income by 
working as a builder's laborer, 
a council worker, cab and 
truck driver and a cleaner. 

But he is hoping that his TV 
exposure as Ned will change 
all that and the need to find 


work outside his chosen pro- 
fession will come to an end. 
The role of Ned Kelly was 
one that the young actor 
desperately wanted to play. 
"It is the first time I've said 


out loud before I’ve even done 


a screen test ‘I’m going to do 
it!” 

"I was driving around in the 
car saying Im going to play 
this bloody character. I've got 
to get it!’ 

"I think any Australian ac- 
tor would want to play Ned 
Kelly under the right cir- 
cumstances and these were 
the right circumstances. 

"Ned is THE Australian 
folk hero and a very im- 
pressive character for a local 
actor to play. 

"That was the reason I 
wanted the role — and 
secondly because he was a man 


with a lot of integrity and guts. 


"He had a great deal of love 
for his people and his family, 
to the point where he virtually 
sacrificed himself to try to 
make their lot better.’’ 

And Ned Kelly can rest in 
peace because it is a dinky-di 
Aussie who is to portray him in 
the latest account of his life 
and times. 

Wollongong-born John is 
more likely to meet with Ned’s 
approval than the choice of 
Mick Jagger in the 1969 movie 
version. 

"Until now, I don't think 
anyone has shown the true 
Ned Kelly." 

John  epitomises today's 
young actor — even while suc- 
cess embraces him, he's still 
conscious of the return of the 
bad times. 
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He is a graduate of the Na- 
tional Institute of Dramatic 
Art, where he spent three 
years, and has been a profes- 
sional actor only for about 
seven years — a couple of 
those unemployed. 


In 1978, John did three 


feature films, one after the 


other — Little Boy Lost, Blue 
Fin and The Odd Angry Shot. 


"After Odd Angry Shot I 
was out of work for bloody 
ages,’’ John said. 


It was while appearing in 
Streetcar Named Desire at the 
Queensland Theatre Com- 
pany in Brisbane, in mid- 
1979, that John learned he 
had the part of Ned Kelly. 

For six months, from 
August through to February, 
John was paid $250 a week to 
grow a beard for his role. 

Filming of The Last Outlaw 
was completed in June this 
year and since then John has 
made a TV commercial for tea 
to help pay off some of his 
debts. 

As the blockbuster mini- 
series is about to hit our TV 
screens, John is once again 
unemployed and has been 
forced to take on a job as a 
builder's laborer. 

John and his wife, Rosa, 
have a three-year-old 
daughter, Nadia.

| WHO WAS Ned Kelly?

Full documenta- 
tion of all aspects 


of Ned's life is un- 
available so here, as 
near as Ian’s 39 years 
of research can bring, 
is a brief rundown on 
the life of the man 


. 1854: probably December: 
Ned Kelly was born, in either 
Beveridge or Wallan. 

1866: Ned’s father, "Red" 


Kelly, dies and the family 
moves to the north-east. 

1871: Ned gets three years 
in jail with hard labor for 
receiving a stolen horse. 

1874: Ned is released and 
starts his years of honest work 
as a timber feller, building 
contractor and sometime 
sheepshearer. | 

April, 1878: Ned allegedly 
wounds Constable Fitzpatrick 
and with his brother, Dan, 
becomes a fugitive. 


October, 1878: Ned, Dan 
and two friends, Joe Byrne 
and Steve Hart, attempt to 
disarm a party of police who 
come after them into the 
Wombat Ranges. Three police 
die in the gunfight. 

November, 1878: Ned and 
his gang are proclaimed 
outlaws. 

December, 1878: The gang 
robs a bank at Euroa. 

February, 1879: The gang 
robs a bank at Jerilderie, New 
South Wales. 

June 26, 1880: Joe Byrne (of 
the gang) kills his life-long 
friend, Aaron Sherritt, for 





supposedly betraying the 
gang. That same night, the 
gang bails up Glenrowan. 

June 27, 1880: The gang 
holds Glenrowan, waiting for 
the police to arrive. 

June 27, 1880; The siege of 
Glenrowan by the police com- 
mences. Ned Kelly in armor 
makes his last stand. The 
other three members of the 
gang die. The Glenrowan hotel 
is burned to the ground. 

October 28, 1880: Ned Kel- 
ly's two-day trial begins. He is 
sentenced to death. 

November 11, 1880: At age 
25, Ned Kelly is executed.

PRISONER's SUE Devine 
understands how a young,

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ROCK'S KING of theatrics, 
David Bowie, has taken on 
his most demanding and 
dramatic role — and wow- 
ed sceptical American 
theatre audiences. 

Bowie plays a monstrously 
deformed sideshow freak in 
the stage play The Elephant 
Man. 

Critics felt the singing 
superstar had been hired 
purely on the strength of his 
name when he accepted the ti- 
tle role in the award-winning 
Broadway play. 

. Talented young actor Philip 
Anglim had already been an 
overnight sensation in the 
grim role as one of history's 
most  shockingly  disfigured 
human beings. 
But Bowie followed 
Anglim's lead and won strong 
reviews at his Denver opening. 
Reviewers warmed further 
when the play moved to 
Chicago and now he is prepar- 
ing to open in New York, the 
first rock performer to take a 
dramatic role to Broadway. 

` The Elephant Man is based 
on the true story of John Mer- 
rick, who lived in England in 
the late 19th century. 

Merrick suffered from 
multiple tumors of the ner- 
vous system, which left him 
with a huge, outsized head, 
one arm so long it almost 
touched the ground and 


cauliflower-like growths on 
most parts of his body. 

In his early life, Merrick 
survived as a downtrodden 
sideshow freak. Then a sym- 
pathetic London doctor gave 
him a comfortable home in his 
hospital. 

Merrick compensated with 
intelligence what he lacked in 
physical attraction. His fame 
spread to the heights of Vic- 
torian London society. He was 
befriended by princes and 
socialites, who found him 
physically repulsive, but were 
fascinated by his intelligence 
and unique view of life. 

Anglim won a Tony Award 
for his Broadway portrayal of 
the Elphant Man. 

He used no make-up, but 
gave the illusion of disfigure- 
ment by quivering his voice 
and twisting his body, his 
hands and head. Bowie follow- 
ed that example. 


Portraying unusual 
characters is not new to the 
flamboyant creator of Ziggy 
Stardust and Aladdin Sane. 
But the stage offer still shock 
ed him. 


“It just came right out of 
the blue,’’ Bowie says. 


I was quite content to just 
keep doing the bits and pieces 
that Ido... write and paint 
and travel. 

‘Then I was approached by 
director Jack  Hofsiss in 
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February. He asked if I would 
take over the role. I had never 
met him and I didn't know he 
knew anything about me, but 
he had apparently seen a few 
of my concerts and felt I'd be 
able to undertake the role suc- 
cessfully. 

“IT said, ‘If you're willing to 
take the risk, I'd love to take 
the plunge.’ ”’ 


Bowie did not hear from 


Hofsiss again until early July, 


just a few weeks before his 
opening. 

I just had time to pack and 
get over here,’’ he says. 

"The only time I got cold 
feet was just before opening 
night. I thought, ‘What on 
earth am I doing’.’’ 

Acting is not new to Bowie, 
who once trained in London 
with Lindsay Kemp’s mime 
troupe. 

I knew after the first night 
I was creditable," Bowie ad- 
mits. 

The play will keep Bowie on 
Broadway until at least 
December, curbing plans for a 
tour to support his new album, 
Scary Monsters. 


FOOTNOTE: Australia is soon 
to see a movie version of The 
Elephant Man, starring John 
Hurt of Midnight Express and 
Alien fame in the title role. A 
stage version also will be pro- 
duced by the Melbourne 
Theatre Company. #

And the four days of rioting, which 
took place nine years ago, will bring 
back shock memories to a Melbourne 
radio star. He was the only Australian 
reporter to witness the tragic event. 

3AW’s Derryn Hinch was working in 
New York as a correspondent for the 
Sydney Morning Herald. 

The riot at Attica, a small town west 
of New York, resulted from Governor 
Rockefeller’s refusal to meet prisoners’ 
demands for better conditions. 

The riot started on September 8, 
1971. Now the Seven Network will 
premiere a newly made tele-movie on 
Attica. 


George Grizzard, Charles Durning, An-

the prisoners,'' Hinch said. 

Most of the prisoners were black, so 
the people called me a nigger-lover. 
Even the police were hostile to me, and > 
one asked to see my notes. 

"It was an horrific, yet fascinating 

event. The 100 prisoners in the riot set 
up a make-shift village in the prison’s 
courtyard. 

"There they camped out and put up 
tarpaulins and dug trenches, so no one 
could get in. The hostages were mainly 
guards but some were inmates. 

"You could see from the early stages 
that there was going to be bloodshed. 
The police and the National Guard were 
heavily armed and they wanted revenge 
because one of the guards had been 
shot by a prisoner. 

“On the fourth day of rioting, the 
police stormed the jail. First they threw 
tear-gas and then the noise of we shots 
could be heard. 

"When the bloodshed was over the 
prisoners who were left were herded in- 
to the courtyard and ordered to strip 
naked. 

“Oswald, the New York State Com- 
missioner of Prisons took me through 
the prison and told me that the 
prisoners had slaughtered the hostages 
and castrated, stabbed and shot some 
of the guards. 

. But : a coroner S s investigation later

discovered this was not so. It was found 
that the guards who helped storm the 
jail killed all the hostages. 

Hinch said he felt scared when he 
walked through the jail. 

"I didn't know whether a prisoner 
was going to jump out from behind a 
door and kill me,’’ Hinch said. 

The four days Hinch spent sleeping in 
his car outside Attica Prison were soul 
destroying, but professionally satisfy- 
ing, he said.
